While the Niagara Health

"There are many reasons 
women are apprehensive 
about having a mammogram 
and I think one reason is they 
are afraid of something being 
found," Dr. Janice Giesbrecht, 
medical director of the oncol¬ 
ogy program at the Niagara 
Health System, said. 

"What we tell people is it’s far 
better to know if there is some¬ 
thing and have it checked and 
find out it is nothing of concern 
than going on worrying." 

Some women put off getting 
a mammogram out of fear the 
procedure will be uncomforta¬ 
ble or painful. 

A mammogram is an X-ray 
of the breast and detects any 
changes that have occurred, 


During the procedure a plastic 
plate is slowly pressed down to 
flatten the breast and hold it in 
place for a few seconds. 

Giesbrecht said by following 
a few simple steps women can 
decrease the level of worry and

TIPS INCLUDE: 

- Do not use deodorants, antiperspirants, body lotions, or talcum powders before the mammogram. Metals in these products can 
show up on the X-ray picture. 

- Avoid wearing necklaces or long earrings, since metals can show up in the X-ray. 

- Keep longer hair tied or pinned up so it's not in the way. 

- Most women's breasts are tender the week before and after their period. Book your mammogram for a time when your breasts are 
not so tender. 

- Some women take a mild pain relief pill, such as the kind you would take for a headache, one to two hours before the appointment. 
Only do this if it will not affect any other medicines or any health concerns you may have. 

- Some experts suggest having less caffeine for two weeks before the appointment to help reduce tenderness.
